My thoughts of the ideal k itchen a r e 
this: It should be c om p ared to t he f a m ­ 
ily. 
i t shouid be p ainted of any d e ­ 
sired color, and hav e wainscot, and the 
floor shouid be well oiled, and it m ust 
h *ve p lenty of windows for light and 
ventilation. 
A bout a dozen common c ha irs 
will 
do p roviding you use the one room for 
the k itchen and diniug room. 
T he 
best k ind of a tab le to hav e is a s q ua re 
cornervd 
ex tension 
table, 
w ithout 
leaves, as they are a p t to fail and 
br« ‘ttk dishes. 
A very useful artic le in the house is 
a w ater-tank up stairs which has p ip es 
run down into t he k itchen to a sink 
T he sink should have a p orcelain lined 
iron bottom and back , 
and 
have an 
| op ening in the bottom to let out the 
waste waters. 
In the sink we » houid 
ha v e a shelf to k eep flat-irons on, 
a 
p lace for stove p olish, p ots k ettles and 
i frying-p ans, etc, 
I think the best stove for the f a r m ­ 
house k itchen is one with six covers to 
it, because when one thre she s or does 
a nyt hi ng of t ha t k ind, one needs a 
la rge stove to do the cook ing up on. 
O v er the stove I would have a ventila- 
t >r connected with the chim ney, to c a r ­ 
ry off the steam and smell a r is ing from 
the cook ing. 
In sum m e r the gasoline 
s ove is about t he best, because in s um ­ 
mer the k itchen is so hot to work 
in, 
how ever well ventilated it m a y be. 
T he best fuel to burn is wood, but if 
no to be had, coal or cobs will do. 
It 
is best to ha v e the wood box in the 
k itchen ne a r the stove. 
One shouid ha v e a cup board in 
the 
k itchen, with glass doors in the top , in 
which 
to k eep the dishes. 
Below the 
glass doors hav e two d ra w e rs to k eep 
dishcloths, k nives and fork s, linen, t a ­ 
ble cloths, nap k ins, etc. 
In the bottom 
hav e a p lace to k eep victuals left over 
from a meal. 
H a v e a la rge cup b oard in the p a nt r y 
ia which to k eep the dishet

daily: and underra-ath the shelves of 
this cup board I would have both a Hour 
aud a meal chest built 
For c onv e n­ 
ience I would have the Hour chest large 
enough to hold a b a rre l of Hour, 
and 
buiit so t ha t the up p er p art would 
tip 
tow ard me by p ulling on a ,:nob. as it 
will not req uire any lid to he lifted, as 
the bottom shelf of tne cup board a n­ 
swers t ha t p urp ose.
